EXHIBITION. 
. . August 2, 

The Molbourne Centennial Exhibition 
was opened yesterday nnder very auspicious 
circumafancea. 

During tho earlier part of the week tho 
weather had bon very unplensant, but 
Wodnesday openod comparatively fine, al- 
though there were symptome that rain was 
j hanging about ready to fall on the slightest 
provocation. Fortunately, howovor, it held 
off till after the popular part of the cero- 
i mony of opening and subsequent public 
demonstration had passed over, 

The day was kept a6 a close holiday by 
everybody. By about nine o'clock in tho 
morning great crowds had assembled in 
Colling Strest, A small army of police was 
employed in keeping the lino of tho’ pro- 
cession cloar, . 

It is estimated that upwards of a quarter 
of & million spectatora wore asaambled along 
the line of the procession, 

The procession itself included twelve 
thousand members of ‘tha various tra les 
and friendly societies, The fire brigade, 
naval and military forces, added another 
twonty thousand. The Ghvernors of all 
the Australian colonies, except Westorn 
Australia, were presont, 

The procession loft Government House 
at balf-past eleven o'clock, and made a 
triumphal entry into tha Exhibition amidst 
the onthusiastic cheering of the populace, 
the clashing of nrms, and-the thundering of 
cannon. 

Sir Henry Parkes was absout on tho plea 
of ‘pressure of duties,’ but it was freely 
suggested that tho’ real cause was jealousy 
of the action of Victoria in taking up, and 
carrying ont the iden of a Centennial 
Exhibition, Notwithstanding the absence 
of their Premior, the New South Walesa 
Cabinet was strongly represented. 

Amongat the historic figures present were 
-included William Westgarth, the eminent 
Condon financier, and Francis Henty, the 
former recently arrived from London. 
Both were cunnected with tho foundation 
of the colony of Victoria and have been 
banqaeted by the old colonists, 

The congregation assembled in the Exhi- 
bition Hall numbered upwards of ten 
thousand. 

The opening ceremonial was a very bril- 
liant scene. The arrangements were vory 
similar tu those at the Adelaide Jubilee 

Jxhibition lust year, President McBain 
epuned the proceedings with prayer, ‘This 
{duty devralved upon him because of the 
difliculty ‘experienced in arranging for an 
ecclesiastic to do it. The Gld Hundredth 
pealed out in an immonso volume of hare 
mony from ten thousand tongues. This 
was followud by the singing of the thanks- 
diving ode, especially written for the occa- 
sion, and set to musie by the musieal direc- 
tor, Mr F. A. Cowen, Mus. B., by a choir 
of a thousand voices . 

The President then presented the Go- 
vernor Sir Henry Brougham Loch, K.C.B., 
with the mastor key of the exhibition, 
a beautiful specimen of the locksmith’s art, 
sade of gold and richly jewellod, and read 
a congratulatory spéech reciting the histery 
of the exhibition and giving a brief sketch 
of the progrons of the colony. 

Tho Governor replied appropriately and 
declared the exhibition open. 

The effect of tho Cantata was unfor- 
tunately spoiled by the noise and shofiling 
mude by people leaving the Hall, 

Tho admissions from opening time in the 
morning to closing time at night were 
upwards of 36,000. 

A¥ night the electric lighting formed 
some beautiful effects, making the various 
courts into perfect kaleidoscopes of light 
and colour.
